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Heating-Related Emergencies Hit Tri-Town

The colder weather last week resulted in an 
uptick of heating-related emergencies throughout the Tri- 
Town communities. 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department responded to 
the Saunders Dwyer Funeral Home shortly after 11:00 
am on Friday, December 10 for a report of smoke in the 
building. Firefighters discovered a fire burning in the 
wall behind the furnace. Responders had to tear apart the 
wall to contain the burning. Mutual aid was called from 
the Fairhaven Fire Department to cover the Mattapoisett 
station during the incident and one lane of Route 6 was 
closed to accommodate a water supply hose. 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department also responded 
to an early morning ''smoke in the house'' call on

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Snowfield Road after a furnace malfunction caused back 
up of smoke into the house. Overall, Fire Chief Andrew 
Murray said that Friday was a busy day for departments 
in Mattapoisett and surrounding communities. "We were 
pretty busy," he said. 

In other cold-related emergencies, Sippican 
Elementary School released its students at 11:45 am on 
Friday, December 10, due to nonfunctioning boilers. 
Problems with the boilers were detected the day before, 
but Ms. Rivet said that facilities staff thought a back- 
up system would ensure their continued function. 
Between 5:30 to 7:30 am on that Friday, the valves on the 
main boiler and back-up system both failed. Ms. Rivet 
conducted temperature checks throughout the morning 
and said the room temperatures held steady in the low 60s 
but "were going to drop." 

Buses attempted drop off of all students to their 
homes, but students with no parent or guardian available 
were moved to the Marion Town House. The principal 
and Assistant Principal Sarah Goerges oversaw the 
children until they were retrieved.

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The boilers were back up and running that 
same day at 7:30 pm, according to Ms. Rivet. Three 
valves on the units were repaired, which allowed for 
the recirculation of water. "Everything's operating now.

This week received more seasonable weather, 
with temperatures reaching the 40s. According to the 
National Weather Service, temperatures this weekend will 
be in the 30s. To date, the SouthCoast region has still not 
received significant snowfall. 

Animals Thrive at Rochester Sanctuary

With a bucket of ice in hand, Tish Ciccotelli 
surveyed her farm to determine which animals were 
due for water. The basement pump had unexpectedly 
malfunctioned that morning, stopping all water flow 
from her 15-foot deep well, and the freezing temperatures 
had hardened water already waiting in buckets for this 
morning's rounds. 

Ms. Ciccotelli took it all in stride: just another 
day on the farm. "Work doesn't stop," she said, as she 
pounded ice with a hammer until it broke into drinkable 
bits. Dozens of chickens chattered excitedly as Ms. 
Ciccotelli approached. "The chickens like water better 
than food," she said. 

The Rochester farm appears like any other, but

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most of the animals here are different. Of her stock, 
nine horses, 13 llamas and alpacas, 30 chickens and four 
goats were brought here because they were rescued from 
deplorable conditions, were removed from a closing farm, 
or just because their past owners no longer desired them. 
The South American animals, llamas and alpacas, have 
particularly been cast aside, Mr. Ciccotelli said. "Llamas 
became a fad. When fads die, people don't want them 
anymore and they come here.'' 

Ms. Ciccotelli feels strongly that every animal is 
a life that deserves respect, no matter their condition. 'T 
handle them the way they are. No one is perfect." 

To fill a need for these abandoned or abused 
animals, Ms. Ciccotelli and her partner Joanie Chipman 
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founded the Celtic Farm Animal Sanctuary in March 2010. 
The sanctuary "helps fill a need in our area by advocating 
for these animals through rescue, rehabilitation, education 
and placement. We hope that by educating both young 
and old it will change the perception of farm animals and 
create a new respect for the emotional lives of these gentle 
creatures," the partners say in their mission statement. 

"We started the sanctuary with zero dollars 
in support. Everything came from us," Ms Ciccotelli 
continued. The sanctuary would not possible without 
Ms. Ciccotelli' s other full time job as a human resources 
specialist. Her farming know-how stemmed from 
growing up on a working farm in Canton. She moved 
to Engelnook Farm ten years ago, and met partner Ms. 
Chipman, who runs a vegetable gardening and egg 
operation. The farm is in part supported by the sale of 
vegetables over the summer and eggs to local restaurants 
and Bed and Breakfasts. 

On that cold morning, Ms. Ciccotelli greeted 
each animal by name. One particularly gregarious llama 
named Macho approached her and immediately rubbed 
his head against her face. "You have to let them approach 
you. Llamas do things on their own," she said. 

For some of the animals, especially those who 
arrived very sick or from broken environments, it takes 
time for them to warm up to human contact. She pointed 
to one llama, who after two and a half years finally 
opened up. "She just last month asked to be scratched," 
she said. An alpaca named Emma with thick white fiber 
- the proper term to describe fur - used to spit when she 
first arrived. "Now she is very sweet," said Ms. Ciccotelli. 

A lot of animals arrive when previous owners 
deem them no longer useful. For example, one older horse 
named Penny has an unusual condition where her leg 
locks up. "She has a locked stifle, but it does not bother 
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her/' she said of the condition that prompted the previous 
owner to let her go. "She's not a piece of property - she's 
a life/' Ms. Ciccotelli said. 

Tobey, "a drop-off goat/' arrived after being 
abandoned on the streets. The goat is now in great health, 
but had showed up very sick and had required immediate 
medical attention. Ms. Ciccotelli said that veterinarian 
bills eat up a large chunk of the sanctuary's finances. "An 
emergency call costs $150 and it costs $70 just for a vet to 
walk on the property. This is all even before the vet sees 
the animal/' she said. 

All of the animals are referred to the farm through 
networking. Ms. Ciccotelli said that Rochester's animal 
control officer and the MSPCA often contact her when an 
animal needs a home. 

To help spread the word about the sanctuary, the 
animals are frequently taken to the hospital and schools 
to participate in events. The farm also hosted its inaugural 
holiday fair on December 12, and despite the rain, drew a 
small crowd looking for holiday gifts and other goodies 
from local vendors. The sanctuary will continue to host 
similar events to keep the funds flowing, she said. 

Ms. Ciccotelli stressed again and again "that 
every penny counts." Even ten dollars can buy a bag of 
corn of grain for the animals, she said. In addition, reliable 
volunteers are welcome to lend a hand and can contact 
the farm through its web site, www.CelticFarm.net.

That's the 
mantra at the new CMW Swap Shop located at the Marion 
Transfer Station, also known as the Carver / Marion / 
Wareham Regional Disposal District, located on Benson 
Brook Road in Marion. 

Residents from the towns of Marion, Rochester, 
Carver and Wareham are all welcome to visit the "swap 
shack" and bring unwanted - but still useful - kitchen

items, toys, bicycles, gifts, toasters, hand tools, microwave 
ovens, games and other items and leave them on a shelf 
in the 240-square foot building at the town dump. The 
building is clearly marked as the CMW Swap Shack. 
Residents will need a resident town sticker on their car to 
enter the transfer station. The station already has a drop 
box for book donations, and another bin for used clothing. 

The idea for the swap shop came from former 
town selectman, Lori Schaefer, whose daughter lives in 
Dover, MA, a "swap shop'' town. 

"My daughter lived in Needham, MA for several 
years, and they had a 'swap shop' at the dump also, 
which was very popular. . . I went there when I visited 
her," said Ms. Schaefer. "People outgrow items, such as 
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baby and toddler things, and they brought them there 
and within a short time, they were gone,'' she said. Ms. 
Schaefer and her daughter and granddaughters visit the 
swap shack in Dover and encourage the children to bring 
any unwanted toy and exchange it for a different one that 
they find in the shack. 

''The children are learning about recycling and 
reusing," she added. Other towns in Massachusetts 
with swap shops include Carlisle, Marlboro, Wellesley 
Winchester, Weston, Newton, Norwood and Nantucket. 

"I think this is terrific, and it'll be a service to our 
community and the environment," said Ms. Schaefer. 
"This will be a convenience for all of us, as long as people 
don't abuse it," she said. 

Ray Pickles, executive director of the CMW Regional 
Disposal District, agreed with Ms. Schaefer and pursued 
the idea of providing a building for unwanted items. The 
building was purchased by the Regional Disposal District 
as a modular unit that was brought from New Hampshire 
and assembled in Marion. 

"Currently, people put out toys, car seats and 
strollers at the transfer station and they are gone in an 
hour or two," said Mr. Pickles, "so we knew that people 
would prefer to put something that is perfectly good in 
the shack instead of putting it in the dumpster. Also, in 
these economic times, people might get something they 
need, for free," he added. 

No mattresses, televisions, air conditioners, 
refrigerators, freezers, major appliances or anything with 
Freon will be accepted. There is no electrical outlet in the 
building, so there is no guarantee that an electrical item is 
in working condition. 

The Swap Shack will be open during the normal 
transfer station hours of 8:00 am to 4:00 pm, Tuesday 
through Saturday, and from 9:00 am to 1:00 pm on 
Sunday. 

Neck Sewer Project Approved 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission was called to order by Vice 
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chairman Carmelo Nicolosi on December 13 at 6:45 
pm in the Old Hammondtown cafeteria. Also present 
were Chairman Tyler Macallister, James O'Dowd, Peter 
Newton, agent Rene Drouin, Conservation Committee 
Secretary Marcia Perry and Building Inspector Andrew 
Bobola. Ken Dawicki did not attend. 
As the first order of business, the commission approved 
the November 22 meeting minutes with various 
modifications. 

To a packed room of more than 30 residents and 
town officials - including Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne and Selectmen George Randall and Paul Silva - 
the board entered into a continued hearing for a Notice 
of Intent (NOI) by the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
Department to construct a new sewer collection and 
associated pump station in the Mattapoisett Neck Road 
area. 

Although the hearings have been ongoing since 
October, for the first time Chairman Macallister recused 
himself from the discussion. Given the interest and 
confusion surrounding the project, Mr. Nicolosi spent 
more than an hour summarizing the recent background 
of the proposal. ''We are starting from the beginning,'' 
he said. Mr. Nicolosi spent considerable time reading the 
proposal word-for-word to ensure understanding among 
the public and the commission. 

Mr. Nicolosi said that the NOI proposal is needed 
for the town to install a low-pressure, 65-foot long (linear) 
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sewer line and grinding pumps, replace an existing 
water main, upgrade the Eel Pond station and build a 
new pump station off Mattapoisett Neck Road on a .75 
acre town-owned and undeveloped parcel of land. The 
proposal impacts approximately 800 acres surrounding 
Mattapoisett Neck Road, which includes a large aquifer. 
The proposed new pump station is outside the 100-foot 
wetlands barrier but within land subject to coastal storm 
flowage, triggering the need for ConCom approval. 

At this point, Mr. Bobola, building inspector, 
reported that a Zoning Board of Appeals decision 
approving the pump station was appealed by a local 
resident. "This will have an effect on the pump station at 
the present location,'' he said. 

Mr. Nicolosi also discussed correspondence 
between the applicant, commission and the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP). A final Environmental 
Impact Report - in which the applicant addresses 
resource delineation concerns, hydrology, habitat 
impact, and water testing - was submitted to the DEP on 
December 1, he said. 

Pat Sheridan of Tighe and Bond, representing 
the town and Water and Sewer Superintendent Nick 
Nicolson - also present at the meeting - described the 
basics. He said that the sewer system would serve 236 
dwellings, including 212 existing homes and 24 open lots, 
of which 10 are deemed buildable. Based on state criteria, 
the sewer station would pump 67,000 gallons per day. 
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although Mr. Sheridan said that figure is high given his 
research on actual usage in the area. He said that number 
more reasonably is about 32,700 gallons per day. 

About 70 percent of homeowners favored the 
project last spring despite the $32,000 betterment, Mr. 
Sheridan said, adding that the town has received more 
interest than anticipated from property owners wishing to 
opt in. "We expected 15 opt-ins, but we received 40 opt-in 
requests. We had to limit the number to 31," he said, due 
to loan eligibility requirements. 

In response to a direct question from Mr. Nicolosi 
about when the sewer system will be up and running, 
Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Superintendent Mr. 
Nicolson said, "Fm optimistic [that will happen] five 
years from now.'' 

The area of Antassawamock received the most 
attention and the majority of residents who attended the 
meeting reside in that area. The 39-acre area includes 
89 homes and lots on smaller parcels that Mr. Sheridan 
said especially need sewer because of high groundwater 
levels and constraints in lot space to accommodate septic 
systems and wells. 

Mr. Sheridan stressed that the project would 
remove wastewater from the aquifer, thereby removing 
pollutants. The board questioned Mr. Sheridan about the 
possibility of the project drawing too much water from 
the aquifer, especially in the Antassawamock area, to 
which he responded, "the impact is minimal." He said 
that during the unlikely event of a 90-day drought, the 
dropdown level is well below the "threshold value of 
concern." One resident present at the meeting concurred, 
noting the high quantity of groundwater in that area. "I 
can't dig in the fence post without it splashing on my 
face," he said, adding that he uses storm drains to rid his 
property of excess water. 

Moreover, Mr. Sheridan said a "similar" 2007 
sewer project at the Brandt Beach Island area resulted 
in no complaints of poor water quality, but Mr. Nicolosi 
countered that since that time, 12 wells have been 
replaced in that area for undetermined reasons. He 
voiced concern that Antassawamock residents waiting 
for the sewer could end up paying for new wells if 
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problems arise. It was brought to the board's attention 
that shallow wells might not be as common as assumed 
in the Antassawamock area; an informal poll found that 
not one of the approximate 15 residents from that area 
at the meeting had a shallow well. They all had deep 
wells about 150-feet in depth, which would remove some 
concern about low surface water levels. 

In general, however, Mr. Sheridan felt that the 
commission should not place too much emphasis on 
Antassawamock, and look at the aquifer as a whole. "You 
need to look at the entire region, not just 39 acres of an 
800-acre resource area. . . YouTl get good quality water 
from upland [into Antassawamock]," he said. 

The commission considered at length the 
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possibility of a third-party review. At a previous meeting. 
Chairman Macallister had indicated that the board would 
research possible consultants to evaluate the proposal. 

Mr. Nicolosi strongly felt that the project needed 
an outsider's perspective. 'Tf wells do have problems, the 
commissions can say they did their due diligence,'' he 
said. 

However, this time the idea drew direct 
opposition from commission member Peter Newton, who 
found it unnecessary. 

"Fm not in favor of a review. I don't think [the 
proposal] warrants it," Mr. Newton said. A geologist 
by trade, he said, 'T have professional disagreements 
with the proposal, but I don't think those disagreements 
materially change the analysis," he said. Mr. Newton said 
that he does not think conducting a costly and timely 
third-party analysis, which also would postpone the 
project, would be a good idea for the town. He concluded, 
'T take no major issue with the analysis as presented." 

After hearing Mr. Newton's arguments, Mr. 
O'Dowd agreed, but Mr. Nicolosi still felt that an outside 
review would be beneficial. 

Reaching that impasse, Mr. Nicolosi asked Mr. 
Sheridan how the applicants wanted to proceed: have 
the commission close the meeting and vote on the matter 
or consider a technical review. After a short recess, Mr. 
Sheridan notified the commission that the applicant 
expressed no interest in an additional technical review 
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and wanted to close the meeting for a vote. 

Mr. O'Dowd then made a motion to close the 
meeting and accept the plan as presented. Mr. Newton 
seconded the motion. Both Mr. O'Dowd and Mr. Newton 
voted in favor of the request, and Mr. Nicolosi opposed it. 

Following the vote, some confusion transpired 
as to the outcome. Mr. Nicolosi at first felt that the 
motion failed because only two out of four members 
supported it, but Town Counsel John Goldrosen. from 
Kopelman and Paige said that since Chairman Macallister 
recused himself, he is not considered party to the vote. 
''When someone recuses himself, he is not present,'' Mr. 
Goldrosen said. As such, he said the motion succeeded 
because the majority approved it 2-1. Mr. Nicolosi asked 
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for the opinion in writing to ensure proper protocol was 
met. 

In the meantime, the next step is for the 
commission to outline the Order of Conditions to attach to 
the approval. 

In other hearings, the commission: 

• Approved a with a Neg-2 determination a 
Request for A Determination of Applicability for Peggy 
Baker, who is seeking to expand a deck and move stairs at 
2 Port Way. 

• Continued a NOI hearing for an in-ground 
swimming pool and wetland replication at 28 Brandt 
Island Road due to unresolved issues pending with the 
DER 

• Approved a NOI for applicants William and 
Kirsten Durbin, whose house at 21 Bay Road burned 
down earlier this year. 

• Approved a NOI to add a second floor to a 
house and resurface a driveway at 52 Pico Road. 

• Approved a request for an Amended Order of 
Conditions for applicant William Marinone's property at 
29 Nashawena Road. 

The commission adjourned at 9:58 pm. 

Board Discusses Sewer Project Funding 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
CoUyer on December 14 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. Also in attendance were 
selectmen Paul Silva and George Randall, Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

Under action items, the Board: 

• Voted to appoint John Cornish from the Marine 
Advisory Committee to the Aquaculture Ad Hoc Study 
Committee. 

• Voted to sign the 2011 Wine and Malt license for 
The Southcoast Local at 81 County Road. 

• Voted to approve the change of manager 

- Robert O'Brien - for the Reservation Golf Club at 10 
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Reservation Road. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with 
Paul Levine from the St. Vincent De Paul Society and Ben 
Martin from the Mattapoisett Council on Aging in regards 
to town food pantry donations. Ms. Pacheco took the floor 
for a moment to address the Board's guests. 

"The last couple months, we've been collecting 
money for local pantries," said Ms. Pacheco. "Fd like to 
thank all those who have supported the local food drive." 
Ms. Pacheco then presented Mr. Levine and Mr. Martin 
with a stack of gift cards that were the result of various 
donations from town citizens, including donations from 
local businesses, the proceeds from the $1 hat sale at the 
town hall, and $130 in donations from town employees. 
The $1 hat sale is still taking place, and Ms. Pacheco urged 
residents to come down to the selectmen's office and buy 
a golf hat for a good cause. 

Mr. Levine said that the St. Vincent De Paul 
Society, through St. Anthony's Church, takes donations 
and distributes them to 22 area families in need. At three 
major holidays - Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter - 
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the Society distributes hams and turkeys to those in need. 

Both Mr. Levine and Mr. Martin asked residents 
to make donations if they could, but they also urged 
residents in need to come forward if they are struggling 
this holiday season. "I know there have to be more people 
out there who are just too proud [to accept help]/' said 
Mr. Martin.

For their second appointment, the Board issued 
certificates of appreciation to Henri Renauld Jr., Barry 
Barrows and Scott Gauvin for their quick response in 
a recent water main break in the area of Point Connett. 
Chairman Collyer said that the break caused "significant 
damage to a resident's basement", but that the damage 
was controlled because of a quick response from the water 
department. 

"I appreciate everything you do," said Chairman 
Collyer to the water department workers. "The Town of 
Mattapoisett owes you great thanks." Water and sewer 
department superintendent William "Nick" Nicholson 
also thanked his staff, saying that he was "very proud of 
them". 

In their final appointment, the Board met with 
Highway Surveyor Barry Denham to discuss the North 
Street storm water remediation project. The project, which 
will replace sections of sewer on North Street that are 
over a century old, will also be a chance for the town to 
improve storm water runoff and repave the street and 
sidewalk. 

According to Mr. Denham, discussion of this 
project began in 2007. The project would replace 38-inch 
stone culverts with 24-inch sealed line down North Street. 
Water run-off in the area of North Street and Church 
Street would be improved, and Mr. Denham said that the 
remediation would likely reduce the amount of water 
quality-related town beach closings. 

The $500,000 project would take two years. 
The Board discussed funding with Mr. Denham, and 
expressed hesitation in using Chapter 90 funds (state 
road improvement money) for the purpose of repaving 
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North Street when there are so many streets in dire need 
of work. Selectman Silva particularly supported drawing 
up a prioritized list of streets in need for Chapter 90 use 
before spending the money elsewhere. 

On the topic of funding, Mr. Gagne said that 
he would be meeting with a representative from the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to discuss the 
town's eligibility to apply for a 319 grant for storm water 
remediation. The 319 grant refers to a section of the 
Clean Water Act, which provides financial assistance in 
state and local projects that improve water quality. The 
Board supported pursuing the 319 grant and decided to 
revisit the funding issue, possibly to consider bonds or 
auctioning off town-owned land instead of using Chapter 
90 funds on the project. 

In regards to permits and other obstacles, Mr. 
Denham said, 'The permitting won't be easy. It's going 
to take time because we are asking for a new outfall [of 
storm water]." 

Mr. Gagne, who had recently met with the Board 
of Health to discuss water quality in the North Street area, 
said, 'T think this would be a good [project] for storm 
water remediation." 

The Board voted to continue to support the 
progress of the storm remediation project. 

The Board then met with fire chief Andrew 
Murray to review a job description for the Fire Inspector 
position that they had voted to approve at a previous 
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meeting. Chief Murray had created a lengthy job 
description for the Board's approval. 

"It's definitely a multi-functional job/' said Chief 
Murray, who said that the Fire Inspector would have 
to do everything from "housekeeping to inspecting to 
firefighting". 

The Board voted to approve the job description, 
with minor amendments, and agreed to advertise the 
position for 30 days in the newspaper. 

Under notes and announcements, Ms. Pacheco 

read: 

• The next selectmen meeting will take place on 
January 11, 2011 at the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference 
room. Additionally, the next Tri-Town Board of Selectmen 
meeting will be on January 12, 2011 at the ORCTV Media 
Room at Old Rochester Regional High School. 

• The town hall will be closed at noon on 
December 23 and all day on December 24 for the 
Christmas holiday. The town hall will also close on 
Friday, December 31 to celebrate the New Year 

In his report, Mr Gagne reported that the 
Holiday Stroll in the Park was "great" and a "tremendous 
success". He attributed this success to the town residents 
who participated, residents and local businesses who 
donated time and money, town employees, and gave a 
"special thanks" to Ms. Pacheco for all the work she does 
for the holiday event each year 

Mr. Gagne said that he was looking for residents 
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and business representatives to serve on a Route 6 
Committee. This committee will determine the future of 
Route 6's appearance and function. Mr. Gagne hopes that, 
with residential and commercial input, they will be able 
to rehabilitate Route 6 in a way that benefits Mattapoisett. 
He also hopes that they may be able to collaborate with 
Marion and Fairhaven on this project. 

Before ending the public portion of the meeting. 
Chairman Collyer wished "a happy and safe holiday 
season'' to Mattapoisett residents. 

With no correspondence in the agenda, the Board 
voted to go into executive session at 8:12 pm for the 
purpose of collective bargaining. 

Turn-out Postpones Plant Hearing 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Arnold Johnson at 
7:10 pm on Tuesday, December 14 in the conference room 
of the Rochester Town Hall. Also present were board 
members Susan Peterson, Dan McGaffey Bendrix Bailey, 
John DeMaggio and Gary Florindo, as well as Town 
Planner John Charbonneau. 

In the first scheduled hearing, the board 
approved a Site Plan Review for the installation of about 
110 roof-mounted solar panels for Sperry Tents at 15 
Dexter Lane. Kenneth Fournier of Civil Engineering 
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install your flooring 
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Free estimates • Licensed and insured installers. 
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Concepts presented the proposal for the panels, which he 
said would not increase the footprint of the roof nor create 
drainage problems. Abutter Marjory Skrutski voiced 
strong support for the project. The site plan was approved 
by the board unanimously. 

Subsequently, the board approved the November 
16 minutes. Mr. Charbonneau announced that regular 
''planning meetings'' would soon unite representatives 
from different boards and commissions on a quarterly 
basis. 

A scheduled public hearing for a site plan review 
application detailing a proposed new bituminous concrete 
facility attracted so many people that the board was 
forced to continue the hearing. 

More than 49 people - including the proposed 
site's two residential abutters - arrived at the hearing to 
voice their opinions. Rochester Building Commissioner 
James Buckles was on hand, and by a count he 
determined that the room exceeded the allowable 
capacity, even with additional people waiting in the 
hallway to participate in the hearing. Chairman Johnson 
announced that the overflow required the board to 
postpone the hearing so it could take place in a larger 
venue. As such, he told interested parties that a new 
hearing would take place at the Rochester Senior Center 
on January 11, 2011 at 7:15 pm. The planning board then 
adjourned the December 14 meeting. 

The proposal, which was outlined at a previous 
board meeting on November 16 and has since undergone 
no plan modifications, is essentially a bituminous concrete 
facility on a five-acre parcel of land in an industrially 
zoned section of Rochester. Edgewood Development 
Company is pursuing the application, which it formally 
submitted to the board on November 18.

GAF Engineering told the board that the proposed 
factory would produce 1,200 to 2,000 tons of asphalt 
per day and employ to two to three individuals on 
site. The plant would be situated near a reservoir and 
cranberry bog operation, and would require an extensive 
storm water management plan in addition to a thorough 
environmental review and Air Permit through the 
Department of Environmental Protection. 

Following the December 14 planning board 
meeting, Edgewood Development Company Vice 
President of Development Timothy Higgins said the 
number of people at the meeting surprised him. Only 2.7 
percent of Rochester is zoned industrial, and Mr. Higgins 
felt that the proposed concrete plant blends with its 
abutters on King's Highway, including SEMASS's waste- 
to-energy operation, a municipal transfer station and 
another concrete plant, Rochester Bituminous Products. 

Mr. Higgins said, however, that he already 
has met with the abutters and is eager to resolve their 
concerns at future hearings. 

Meanwhile, following the meeting, a large group 
of people congregated in the Town Hall corridor to sign 
a residents' petition that stated the following: "We, the 
undersigned residents of Rochester, urge town officials to 
reject plans for an asphalt manufacturing plant on King's 
Highway. The plant could create significant increases in 
truck traffic, diesel fumes, air pollution, odors and noise 
in the area. We believe that this proposal will damage our 
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quality of life/' 

Mr. Monast of 15 King's Highway in West 
Wareham, who distributed the petition, said he hopes to 
obtain as many signatures as possible to help prevent the 
proposal from moving forward. "Quite a few people are 
not interested in it being here.'' 

An abutter of the proposed plant, Carol D' Acci 
of 119 King's Highway, agreed. "We don't need a second 
plant next door. The driveway to [the proposed plant] is 
right next door to the other plant." Ms. D'Acci, Rochester 
resident of 40 years, said that traffic generated by the 
plant concerns her the most - particularly overnight truck 
deliveries, and said that this is the second time she has 
opposed a concrete plant on her street.

Teachers Union Makes Statement 

Mattapoisett School Committee

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Grace 
Knox on December 14 at 7:03 pm in the Center School 
cafeteria. Committee members present were Chairwoman 
Knox, Gerald Johnson, Virginia Beams, Charles Motta, 
Joyce Lavoie and Gerald Johnson. 

After opening the meeting, Kevin Tavares, Co- 
President of Mattapoisett Educators' Association, asked 
the board if he could make a statement. Mr. Tavares 
was accompanied by approximately 25 individuals, 
some holding handmade signs. The board agreed to the 
request and Mr. Tavares said that he was speaking on 
behalf of the teachers and members of the Mattapoisett 
Educators' Association. ''Mattapoisett teachers have 
been working without a contract and have been at the 
bargaining table with board representatives for the past 
nine months trying to negotiate a fair and equitable 
contract," said Mr. Tavares. "We have acknowledged the 
tough economic times the town is facing due to reduced 
revenues and Chapter 70 monies... we are willing to 
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make concessions in regards to health insurance and 
compensation in order to alleviate some of the town's 
fiscal problems/' he said. ''We are here tonight to request 
that you, the School Committee, treat us with fairness and 
respect... this contract could have been settled months 
ago, just using the money that the committee has spent 
on lawyers fees," he added. After the statement was read, 
Mr. Tavares and those with him left. 

Chairperson Knox presented her report and said 
that she recently met with State Representative Bill Straus 
to discuss the current legislation involving school pension 
reform and health insurance. She and Rep. Straus also 
examined school regionalization initiatives that have 
taken place in Massachusetts and the ongoing efforts of 
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several districts to combine resources to achieve a better 
school system and the financial benefits of consolidation. 
Ms. Knox noted that Rochester and Marion only have 
one elementary school, while Mattapoisett has two. Ms. 
Knox suggested that the committee brainstorm ways 
to find the funds to commission a study to update the 
1999 Southeastern Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD) study that projected the 
future needs of Mattapoisett. ''This is not an affirmation 
that we're going to consolidate... [but] this is something 
we should become more knowledgeable about/' said Ms. 
Knox. 

In response to the statement provided by the 
Mattapoisett Educators' Association, Ms. Knox said that 
the teachers are operating under a contract at this time. 
"There is a clause in the current contract that extends it 
for one year. It extends it for a whole year unless school 
committee says otherwise," she said. 

Superintendent Doug White reported that 
the current prediction at the state level is Chapter 70 
funding may be reduced by as much as 10 percent. 
Regarding negotiating efforts, Mr. White reported that the 
Mattapoisett Educators' Association, the Old Rochester 
Professional Educators' Association and the Marion 
Teachers Association are all presently in discussions. The 
Rochester Custodians and Old Rochester Custodians and 
Cafeteria workers have come to tentative agreements and 
are now waiting to be ratified by all parties.

The two principals then gave their reports, 
beginning with Center School Principal Rosemary 
Bowman who explained the Measures of Academic 
Progress from Northwest Evaluation Association, which 
were completed on November 16.

ORR Approves Facility Upgrades 

Old Rochester Regional School District

A regular meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
(ORR) School District was called to order by Peter 
Bangs on Wednesday, December 8 at 6:30 pm in the 
superintendent's conference room at ORR High School. 
Committee members present included Paula Meere, 
Charles Motta, Joseph Scott, Michael Pellegrino, James 
O'Brien, Nick Decas and Robin Rounseville. 

Facilities Director Steve Murphy opened the 
meeting by introducing his chosen contractor to install 
a new Direct Digital Control system at the ORR junior 
high and high school campus. Mr. Murphy said after a 
lengthy review process, he presented his recommendation 
that Arrash Jaber of Connecticut Control Corporation 
complete the job. Mr. Jaber already installed a DDC 
system at Center School during the construction 
of the 2004 addition, and retro-commissioned Old 
Hammondtown. 

"Our foremen over there have offered a high 
recommendation. I have a very high comfort level to 
go forward with him and get this system in as soon as 
possible," Mr. Murphy said. 

Mr. Jaber, present at the meeting, delivered a 
presentation to committee members on his bid proposal. 
Under his direction, he would install a Honeywell Webs 
DDC Control System which would include engineering, 
equipment, supervision, installation, checkout, 
programming, graphic generation, training and a three- 
year guarantee, he said. 

The new system would replace several 
nonfunctioning units, including Johnson Controls

that were installed within the past two years, but 
would utilize older Honeywell controllers that already 
are installed in the buildings. The current system is 
inadequate, Mr. Jaber said, in part because it does not 
properly detect the summer- winter change over and does 
not include mapping of the outside temperature, which 
are both crucial to control temperatures in rooms and 
thereby produce energy savings. A new central controller 
would track boiler usage, security and fire alarms, 
carbon dioxide, lighting, gas and electricity. ''You can do 
whatever you want with this,'' he said, estimating the 
annual energy savings at $12,400. His "low conservative" 
estimate is that the system would pay for itself in three- 
and-a-half years. 
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Some committee members expressed concern 
about installing yet another system so soon after 
approving the previous one. Mr. O'Brien remarked that 
a-year-and-a-half ago, the committee listened to a "very 
professional" and similar presentation for the Johnson 
controllers, which were being deemed inadequate. 

"Fm personally not interested in the short term," 
Chairman Bangs agreed, wanting a guarantee that this 
project will be done properly and effectively. "I bet 
my career on it," Mr. Jaber responded, adding that his 
proposal includes a performance bond and three-year 
guarantee. 

At this point. Superintendent Doug White 
offered his personal support for the bid, saying that 
inconsistencies in the environment are harming student 
learning. "The money to pay for this comes from a capital 
account put aside to handle major purchases like this," he 
said. "But I know when youVe been burnt. It's hard." 

Later during the meeting, the committee formally 
approved the $62,540 bid for facility upgrades presented 
by Connecticut Control Corporation and Mr. Jaber. 
"Hopefully the third time is the charm," said Mr. Decas. 

In other news, Mr. Murphy reported that during 
the five-day winter break, facility staff is planning to 
reorganize the inventory and storage areas and "keep 
things as nice as possible." 

In the chairperson's report, Mr. Bangs said 
that negotiations are underway with the professional 
educators' association. He said the next two more 
negotiations meetings are scheduled for December 22 and 
January 18, 2011. 

A new initiative to form a technology 
subcommittee was the subject of Superintendent Doug 
White's report. He said he is asking members from all Tri- 
Town school committee to join the new group that will 
explore how to integrate technology into the classroom 
in a systematic manner. The superintendent also said that 
ORR District website received a "facelift" and encouraged 
committee members and the public to check it out at 
www.orr.mec.edu. 

Chairman Bangs then presented a bleak picture 
of next year's budget process. He said an increase of 
approximately $400,000 to $500,000 in assessments from 
the three towns, a 10 percent Chapter 70 funding decrease, 
and an increase in transportation costs, insurance 
premiums and salaries would require a total three percent 
budgetary increase to maintain level services. "As we 
enter the budget season, we have this hanging over our 
head," he said. 

Mr. Bangs then took a moment to commend 
Principal Michael Devoll for the "well-organized" and 
successful Inaugural Bulldog Dash in late November. 

In her report. Director of Food Services Susanne 
Souza said that she has been gauging interest from local 
chefs to present their expertise to cafeteria staff. She said 
that more students are applying for free and reduced 
lunch due to the anonymity of the new NutriKids point- 
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of-sale system. The menu changes that offer healthier 
snacks and meals has resulted in an increase in the 
number of lunches and a decrease in the number of 
snacks purchased. In terms of revenue, she said, "We are 
just about where we were last year." 

The committee then approved the November 10 
regular and executive session minutes and the November 
22 executive session minutes. 

In a quick note. Principal Devoll said a move to 
allow junior high students to participate in varsity hockey 
ultimately did not get approved. 

Business Administrator Katie Isernio presented 
a brief financial report with news of "no surprises." No 
approval of transfers was necessary. 

Mr. Motta then received approval from the 
committee to fix a discrepancy concerning the location 
of the ORR district. He said in all cases ORR should 
be referred to being in District 7, not District 3, which 
encompasses Cape Cod. 

The committee then approved a donation from a 
parent to pay for a paraprofessional to supervise a quiet 
space for students after school from 2:05 to 3:15 pm for 
one year. "Kids need a quiet place to get work done," 
Mr. Devoll said, adding that athletes in particular need 
a space to be productive before 3:15 pm practices. The 
principal also is considering requiring struggling students 
to attend these supervised sessions as part of the school's 
intervention strategies. 

In other business, Mr. Decas volunteered to 
serve as the Mattapoisett representative of the budget 
subcommittee. 

At this point, the committee adjourned to allow 
for a joint school meeting with the Massachusetts School 
Superintendency Union #55 (see related story). 

After this meeting, the committee reconvened to 
discuss the matter of replacing nine-year old computers 
in labs at the junior high. At a previous meeting. Junior 
High Principal Kevin Brogioli expressed great concern 
about the out-of-date computers at the campus that he 
feels affects student learning due to their slow processing 
speed. At this meeting, Mr. Brogioli said his research 
found that a new PC computer lab would cost $23,300 and 
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a new Mac lab would cost $24,000. 

Ms. Isernio then weighed in with her concerns 
that unpredictable variables in the budget, including 
revenues from School Choice and regional transportation 
that will not be known until December 31, would lead her 
to recommend against purchasing a computer lab. "If we 
wait until January, we will know those revenue figures,'' 
she said. 

Mr. White, superintendent, voiced strong caution 
against the purchase. He said that the district as a whole 
needs to systematically examine its technology needs so 
money can intelligently be spent on new systems. ''I don't 
dispute [that] we're technologically challenged at the 
junior high and I'm sure in some places in the high school 



as well," he said. The new technology subcommittee he is 
forming is part of an effort to come up with a technology 
strategy, Mr. White said. 

"I'd like to see [a computer purchase] as part of 
a bigger plan. It would drive our buying decisions," Mr. 
Decas agreed. With technology in general, Mr. White 
expressed a preference for a leasing model to ensure that 
computers are well-maintained and up-to-date. 

The committee thus took no action on the request 
for a computer lab. 

In the SMEC subcommittee report, Ms. Meere 
said she attended a powerful meeting during which 
special needs adults told their stories about how the 
SMEC program helped them achieve independence. In 
the Tri-Town Foundation report, Ms. Meere said that 
members voted to accept grant applications from teachers 
earlier in the year before the February vacation. She also 
reported that the annual wine tasting is scheduled for 
June. Also, the foundation is looking for two members 
from Rochester to join. 

The committee vote then voted to enter executive 
session at 8:45 pm for the purpose of discussing contract 

negotiations. 

Bullying Plan Receives Final Approval 

Joint School Committee

A scheduled meeting of the Old Rochester 
Regional School and Superintendency Union #55 
Joint Committee meeting was called to order by 
Regional Chairperson Peter Bangs and Union Vice- 
Chairperson Grace Knox on December 8 at 7:15 pm in the 
superintendent's conference room at the ORR high school. 

The primary purpose of the meeting was the 
review and approval of the state-mandated Bullying 
Prevention and Intervention Plan. The district's 41- 
page plan is the result of work conducted a special 
subcommittee formed in August 2010 of parents, 
community representatives, counselors, special 
education liaisons, nurses and administrators. The plan 
includes language on both bullying and cyber-bullying, 
preventative education, and it also details an investigation 
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procedures and response plan for administrators to 
follow. 

In preparing to submit the plan to the state, the 
joint committee edited the acceptable use agreements 
required for students and parents to sign in order to have 
access to school computer labs. Two separate agreements 
are tailored to students depending on if they are in 
elementary school or at the secondary level. Also, the 
committee worked on a user agreement that staff are 
required to sign. After implementing some edits, both 
committees approved the user agreements in draft form, 
which the district will include as part of the bullying plan 
package submitted to the state. 

The committees also spent some time ironing out 
language in the plan itself. After some review, the plan 
was unanimously approved. 

Superintendent Doug White commended Director 
of Student Services Teresa Hamm on her leadership in 
creating the plan. 'T want to thank [Ms. Hamm] for all of 
her work. The plan has been vetted on several different 
levels.'' Ms. Hamm emphasized that the plan was the 
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result of a team effort. 

"I think this plan is something that everyone can 
feel they can own/' Ms. Hamm said. A copy of the plan is 
available at www.orr.mec.edu. 

With nothing left to discuss, the committees 
adjourned. 

School Report 
Program of Studies Cover Art Contest

• Cover Contest - Attention, all student artists! 

Students now have the opportunity to put their 
own style on the Old Rochester Regional (ORR) High 
School program of studies, by means of the first ever 
cover art contest. Usually the thick document, which 
describes all departmental courses for students to 
consider for spring registration, is decorated with plain 
text only. It also contains minimal information: a title, 
the school name, mission statement, and not much else. 
In years past, the program of studies was printed and 
distributed to each student in the high school, as well as 
the incoming ninth graders. But last year, the program 
went online as the school tried to save money on the 
paper and ink necessary for such large-scale distribution. 
(It can still be downloaded in PDF format from the 
guidance website). Regardless of how the students and 
parents see the program of studies, it is undeniable that it 
has a large audience. 

What better place to display student art that 
contains school pride? 

Student artists are invited by Principal Michael 
Devoll to make a printer paper-sized cover for the 
program of studies as part of a contest. Submissions for 
the contest need to be dropped off at the Central Office 
for the Curricular Director. The deadline for submissions 
is January 7, 2011, so student artists have plenty of time 
to get designing - especially with the winter vacation 
coming up in a week! The most important requirements 
for the cover are that the design be original (and creative), 
consist of no color (black and white only), meet the size 
specification (does not exceed 8-by-ll inch standard 
printer paper), and ''fully depict and illustrate the range 
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of exciting courses and disciplines available to students/' 
To this end, the design should "capture the world of 
learning available to students as they make thoughtful 
and strategic choices for their present academic choices 
and consider the future after graduation/' After all, that is 
the intent of the program of studies - to list the variety of 
courses available, to help direct students in making their 
choices so that they might have the best resume when 
applying to colleges during senior year. 

Furthermore, the design must state "Old 
Rochester Regional High School Program of Studies, 
2011-2012/' This is the title that has been used for the 
program of studies for quite a number of years. Artists 
are encouraged to capture Old Rochester's positive 
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school culture and invite and engage the readers of the 
document - namely, students and parents. 

The winner of this contest will have their design 
displayed on the cover of the program of studies for next 
year. 

• Guidance Announcements - On a completely 
unrelated note, there are some announcements from 
guidance that students might have been missing during 
homeroom. First, seniors should be bringing copies 
of their college acceptance letters to the guidance 
office for possible display in the school hallways. And 
second, all students should be frequently checking the 
announcements page of the guidance website. This page 
is updated about every week and contains all of the 
upcoming dates for college visits, as well as open houses.

100 Years of Caroling at Tinkhamtown

The fast-paced holiday season leaves even the best 
of us in a whirlwind. The flurry of gift buying, decorating and 
cookie making often allow us little time to step back and enjoy 
the special ambiance unique to the holiday season. 

In Mattapoisett's own backyard, however, a tradition 
more than 100 years old persists that brings out some of the 
better qualities of the holidays. 

Aside from a few brief lapses, caroling at 
Tinkhamtown Chapel is a tradition that has persevered since 
the early 1900s. This event, which is scheduled for this year 
on December 18 at 5:00 pm, invites the public to join in an 
old-fashioned sing-a-long celebration of traditional holiday 
music. Songs are accompanied by music from a 160-year old 
pump organ that is "one of the oldest still functioning in the 
state," according to Kate Webb, the current music leader who 
has participated 
in the event since 
her children were 
involved in the 
choir 27 years 
ago. For her, the 
caroling is a true 
family tradition. 

Ten 
years ago, 
declining 
attendance 
inspired Ms. 
Webb to 
revitalize a 
tradition near to 
her heart. "Only 
eight people 
showed up. At 
that point, I 
decided to build 

it back up. Now every year we fill all of the benches," she 
said. 

Howard Tinkham, whose family has resided in 
Mattapoisett for several generations, said that he could 
even remember caroling at the chapel in the 1920s. "It has 
been continuous for the last 50 years. I can recall a couple 
of times when we may have advertized too much and over 
100 people were there. Young kids would sing together and 
others would have to sit on their parents' laps," he said. Mr. 
Tinkham describes the event as informal and nonreligious and 
welcoming of everyone. 

The church - which is an historic landmark - no 
longer has a minister, but does continue to host weddings and 
other events. In the past, Mr. Tinkham said visiting ministers

used to come to the chapel and offer Sunday school, which he 
attended. 

A Christmas tree formerly decorated the chapel 
during the event each year, but Mr. Tinkham said that tree was 
abandoned to make room for more people. As in the past, the 
event continues to be illuminated by eight kerosene lamps 
with attendees warmed up by a potbelly stove. 

"I fill the kerosene lamps and make sure we have 
enough wood for the stove. There is more to it than a lot of 
people realize," said Mr. Tinkham. 

Ms. Webb recalled some of her favorite moments in 
the chapel over the years. "One year, carolers on foot arriving 
in the show showed up with lanterns," she said. 

The event itself is a magical affair, Ms. Webb said. 
"We just fill an hour with singing. Every year the children do 
the 12 days of Christmas, which is always a hoot because they 
know the words better than the adults do. It is pretty chaotic 
by the time we get to the 12th day," Ms. Webb said. 

In addition to the 
children singing, 
adults also put on 
mini performances 
during the 
evening. 
"Everyone is 
welcome, you 
never know who 
is going to show 
up. We just throw 
the program 
together as people 
step up and say, 
'Hey, I want to do 
something!'" she 
said. 

In Ms. Webb's 
view, her work 
is vital to help 

the continuation of a longtime tradition that in part celebrates 
Mattapoisett's history. 

"Caroling is something I do just to keep it going. 
This is my one opportunity each year to experience this event, 
which is different and perfect," she said.

Rochester Open Space Update 

Rochester adopted an Open Space Plan last year. 
The Selectmen appointed the Rochester Open Space 
Action Committee to oversee efforts to meet the goals 
of the plan. One action item was to develop a water use 
reduction campaign for the Town. 

The Committee reviewed water use reduction 
campaigns for towns in MA and the standards developed 
by Massachusetts EOEA and USEPA. The Committee 
found that such campaigns were developed for 
communities with municipal water supplies - meters and 
water bills and sewer systems that conveyed water out 
of the area. Since most Rochester residents are on private 
wells (about 100 buildings are linked to the Marion 
water supply system) with septic systems for waste 
disposal, Rochester residents are conserving because 
they recycle water on their own properties, but they 
may not be preserving water quality since each septic

The Comeback

The Fighter, Starring Mark Wahlberg and Christian Bale. 
Directed by David O. Russell. Running time: 116 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

The Fighter isn't really a "boxing movie" — it's more 
about family dysfunction — but it boasts some of the best ring 
footage in quite a while. Essentially, there are two masters a 
director of modern boxing sequences can serve. The Rocky 
model lunges for excitement and catharsis, a mini-dramatic arc 
ascending from round to round; the Raging Bull template puts 
you inside the battered skull of a pugilist. David O. Russell, 
who directed The Fighter, nods to both but really follows 
neither. The star and co-producer, Mark Wahlberg, has said his 
aim in the fight scenes was realism, and indeed the trading of 
punches, the guarding of body and head, play so unemphatically 
that the punishment dealt and received comes across as more 
dramatic. The fights have a documentary, real-time rhythm. 

The movie paints a basically warm picture of Lowell, 
Massachusetts welterweight Micky Ward (Wahlberg) and his 
older half-brother and trainer Dicky Eklund (Christian Bale). 
Micky is trying to rise in the ranks, but he can't depend on 
Dicky, who had his day in the sun years ago in a bout with 
Sugar Ray Leonard and is now throwing his life away in a 
crackhouse. I don't know quite how rosy the film makes the real 
story, though you wouldn't know from the script that Dicky, 
after getting clean in jail and helping Micky stage a comeback, 
was pinched for crack possession six years later and again last 
year for domestic assault and attempted murder. 

You look at Wahlberg and you know he can throw 
a punch but would almost rather not. You look at Christian 
Bale and you're not sure if he can manage a punch (he shed 
considerable weight to play the dissipated Dicky), but he always 
seems ready to deck somebody. Wahlberg underplays, as usual 
in his lead roles (he was livelier in The Departed), while Bale 
practically dances on the ceiling. The dynamic here is less De 
Niro/Pesci in Raging Bull than Keitel/De Niro in Mean Streets. 
Bale's showboat performance, all but guaranteed to draw Oscar 
attention, gets wearying after a while: "Sit the hell down and 
be quiet r you might want to yell at him. Between Dicky, the 
overbearing matriarch of the family (Melissa Leo), and the 
seven sisters with attitudes like coyote traps, it's perhaps no 




wonder that Micky is so recessive and unaggressive — weird 
traits for a boxer. 

Two such disparate acting styles could, but don't here, 
result in a cold front/warm front thunderstorm. What it comes 
across as is a Kabuki-theater version of the good-brother/bad- 
brother trope, as old as Cain and Abel. (Part of the greatness 
of Raging Bull was that it centered on the bad brother.) Amy 
Adams turns up, flashing a tramp stamp and dropping F-bombs, 
as Micky's love interest and smuggles some clear-spoken sanity 
into this indecisive movie. Should Micky ditch his bad-news 
brother and strike out on his own, or stay true to his family? 
Fifteen minutes shy of the end credits and he and the movie are 
still waffling on the answer. The film becomes Amy Adams' 
property by default, because we share her character's baffled 
frustration with the whole situation. 

The Fighter isn't bad, but it's disappointingly 
conventional coming from the mercurial talent David O. 
Russell, who hasn't had a film in theaters since 2004 's / 
Heart Huckabees; his 2008 political comedy Nailed remains 
unfinished. I get the sense that Russell may consider Micky 
and Dicky's comebacks his comeback. It's his way of saying 
"See, I can be a good boy and deliver a low-budget critics' 
darling with Oscar buzz." But aside from some low-down, 
bottom-dog humor involving Dicky's crackhouse misadventures 
(he's always jumping out of windows into trash bags to avoid 
getting caught by his mother). The Fighter is missing Russell's 
particular prickly comic sensibility. It's being positioned as 
this year's The Wrestler (no surprise that that film's director, 
Darren Aronofsky, is a producer here), but it lacks a star who's 
lived the conflict; what it has are some authentically grungy 
Lowell locations, a star who humbly brings a local hero to the 
big screen, and another star who seems to see his character as a 
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Robins Village Barn

system contributes nutrient pollution to groundwater 
that becomes the drinking water for folks living down 
gradient. 

Protecting water quality will be the subject of another 
report from the Open Space Action Committee. In 
addition, Rochester residents need to know that the 
volume and quality of water in their wells can be affected 
by draw down from upgradient users, whether they be 
commercial, industrial or a large housing development. 

The Open Space Action Committee concludes 
that, at present, there is no need for a water use reduction 
outreach campaign for Rochester residents. However, 
the responsibility for ensuring a sustainable water future 
for Rochester lies not only with Rochester. New Bedford, 



Fairhaven, Acushnet, Mattapoisett and Marion draw 
water from Rochester; the Committee encourages them to 
develop water reduction campaigns. 

The Committee suggests educational programs 
for all towns that use Rochester water that emphasize: 

• The environmental benefits of keeping water 
local and of reducing water demands. 

• How water conservation protects water quality 
and reduces costs for water treatment plants. 

• How water conservation can provide long-term 
savings compared to the cost of developing a new water 
supply whether it be an individual well or a town wide 
water source. 

• The true cost of providing water.

Rochester Green Ways 

When driving through Rochester, you may not 
realize that many of the roadside trees and gardens are 
the handiwork of the Rochester Green Ways Committee 
(GWC). You may have seen members of the GWC 
out digging, weeding or planting in the town center 
(including Plumb Library), Hartley Road, and the 
Bradford Lane /Grange areas. 

The GWC started because several Rochester 
residents noted that old pictures showed town roads 
were once lined with stately elms. When Dutch Elm 
disease wiped out these trees, nothing was planted in 
their place. GWC began planting memorial trees along the 
curve of Rounseville Road at Plumb Corner in the spring 
of 2001. GWC doesn't have a line in the town's budget; 
instead, they rely on donations from folks who wish to 
honor or remember someone special by planting a tree. If 
you look closely, you will see an engraved brick below 
each tree.
